‘New Bacon Agreement 
To Boost Pork Prices 


OTTAWA, (CP)—Agriculture Minister Gardiner announe- 
ed late Friday that pork prices in Canada will be increased in 
the near future as a result of a new bacon agreement being 
negotiated with the United Kingdom and which will boost the 
price Britain pays for Canadian bacon. 

The minister also said that because of the urgent need 
for Canada to increase her hog production the government 
would take steps to increase barley production in 1947. 


It was believed this may be done along lines recently pro- | 


posed at the dominion-provincial agricultural conference when 
a #5-an-acre bonus on land sown in barley was suggested. No 
decision on such a bonus has yet been announced, but at the 


recent conference Mr, Gardiner said the proposal probably 
would be largely met. 
“T am anxious,” Mr. Gardiner said, ‘‘that the farmers 


should know at once of the coming increase in hog prices and 
assistance for barley growers so that they may make the earliest 
possible arrangements to increase breeding of sows.”

PARIS, (AP) —. Finance Minister 
Andre Philip laid before the nat- 
ional assembly's finance committee 
Friday a “save-the-franc” program 
entailing widespread slashes in ex- 
penditures and new taxation to bal- 
ance the national budget for the 
| first quarter of 1947. 

| Philip envisaged a deficit of 70,- 
| 000,000,000 francs (about $587,300,- 
000) which he proposed to cover by 
| higher income taxes, commercia! 
licenses and telephone, 
and postal rates, 

The finance minister proposed 
| discharging 50,000 civil government 
employes, reducing expenditures on 
the national military establishment 
by one-fourth, and ending subsidy 
payments on steel, iron and copper.

He lost a bit- 
ter battle for the U.S, senate in 
1936 and again in 1938. 

Talmadge emerged from political 
retirement in 1940 again to become 
governor, but two years later, after 
a@ heated campaign, he lost to Arnall.

Moscow radio recalled the anni- 
versary with a brief announcement 
in its early news bulletin which 
said: “Sixty-seven years ago, on 
Dec. 21, 1879, J. V. Stalin was born 
at Gori.” There was no further 
comment made by the announcer.

TOKYO, (AP)—A violent earthquake and severe tidal 
| Waves ravaged more than 50,000 square miles of southern Japan 
| Saturday. 
Incomplete figures listed 500 dead, 612 injured, and 
43 missing; nearly 28,000 homes destroyed, damaged or 
flooded, and 500 fishing vessels lost. Only one Allied 
casualty—a missing British soldier—was reported. 

Seismologists said the ‘quake possibly was the world’s 
most violent. Six tidal waves, erupted by the quake beneath 
the Pacifie ocean floor, rushed over Wakayama peninsula and 
wrought damage over a 870-mile wide area from Shimoda on 
the eastern Honshu coast to Kochi on Shikoku’s southern coast, 
Some of the waves were 10 feet high.

Durnford Smith 
Awaits Verdict 


OTTAWA, (CP)—Durnford 
Smith, 14th Canadian to face the 
courts as a result of the espionage 
probe, will spend Christmas won- 
dering about the outcome of his 
trial on a charge of conspiring to 
communicate confidential informa- 
tion to Russia. 

The 34-year-old former National 
Research council physicist testified 
for three hours Friday night before 
his four-day trial culminated in an 
announcement by County Court 
Judge A.G. McDougall that he 
would hand down his decision Dec, 
27. 

The trial ended early Saturday 
with Crown Counsel John R. 
Cartwright of Toronto contending 
the case for conviction had been 
“overwhelmingly made out” despite 
Smith's categorical cenial that he 
had either agreed to give informa- 
tion or had given information for 
Russia. He pointed to “an extra- 
ordinary series of coincidences” be- 
tween statements of Russian em- 
bassy documents and incidents in- 
volving Smith. 

Defence Counsel Lionel Forsyth 
of Montreal maintained the accus- 
ed had “fulfilled all the require- 
ments of an absolute and imprege 
nable defence” in his explanation 
of his views on testimony by Ed- 
ward Mazerall, ex-N.R.C. colleague 
now serving four years for a simi- 
lar conspiracy charge.

The investigators are instructed to head for 
the eruptive peninsula before the middle of Jan- 
uary., They will be clothed with authority to 
travel into all corners of Bulgaria, Yugoslavia, 
Albania and Greece, and do their investigation 
with a free hand under the aegis of the Coun- 
cil,

This is the first time the Council has taken 
positive action on-the-ground to trace a case of 
international disharmony back to its source. 
Hitherto its peace-keeping operations have been 
confined to the chamber where the members do 
their debating, 


The Council has thus committed itself to use, 


its disciplinary powers if the investigating com- 
mission's report shows this to be called for. It 
wil not be called for if the investigators do not 
find any of the four powers officially respon- 
sible for the border warfare, But should it name 
one of them as an aggressor, the Council will 
have to curb the offender or lose face, 

The plain inference is that the Council 
means to abandon the role of a debating society 
and take actual and active measures to preserve 
peace, Having resolved to do so in the Balkans, 
it is bound to do the like elsewhere when war 
threatens, 

Any one of the five permanent members 
of the Council could have blocked this investiga- 
tion by exercising its veto powers. Mr. Gromyko 
rather openly threatened to do this, but in the 
end waived the veto privilege and thus made 
Russia party to the inquiry, 

This is another instance of the co-operative 
attitude to which Russia shifted after Premier 
Stalin set out the principles which would direct 
Sovict foreign policy in future. This right- 
about is a hopeful sign that less bickering may 
be expected among the Balkan states. 

This changed attitude on the part of Russia, 
and the starting of international action to prevent 
an outbreak of war in a troubled area—which 
Russia could have blocked but didn’t—are pecul- 
iarly appropriate in timing. Christmas will be 
brighter, the world over, because these things 
have happened, 


Another Change of Front 


Premier Drew of Ontario now says he wish- 
es the Dominion Government would call another 
federal-provincial conference on the taxation 
question and related matters, 

After his statement a few days ago that 


while he is premier Ontario will not make a bar- | 


gain with the Dominion, this in any other man 
would be accounted inconsistent. But nobody 
will bother to raise that point against Mr. Drew. 
He long ago made clear that consistency is not in- 
cluded in his mental equipment, 

Premier Duplessis supplies a possible reason 
for this new gyration on the part of Mr, Drew. 


The Quebec premier did not, like his running- 
mate, go off the deep end when Ottawa made 


fresh concessions in hope of securing agreements 
with the dissident provinces. He said he would 
be glad to go to Ottawa any time to talk things 
over, 


That left Premier Drew facing the possibility | 


that he might find himself shortly standing all 
alone in rejection of the Dominion overtures, and 
his province the only one in which double-tax- 
ation would be imposed upon incomes, corpora- 
tions, and estates. Drew without Duplessis would 
be like Amos without Andy. 

There would be neither prestige nor profit 
in posing as the sole exponent of partisan ob- 
duracy and double-taxation. So Mr, Drew 
he too wishes Ottawa would invite him back to 
another round-table talk-fest 

This rather strengthens the probability that 
federal and provincial represetatives will gathe: 
again, Not because Premier Drew deserves eith- 
er consideration or courtesy, but because he has 
landed Ontario taxpayers in a jam

Perspective on Christmas 
An eminent eastern bishop points out that 


Christmas is like a mountain that must be ap- 
proached gradually from a distance if one is to 


| truly appreciate the height and magnificence 
of it. 
That is why, he explains, the Christian 


Church emphasizes the importance of the Ad- 
vent season—that the feeling of Christmas may 
roll up slowly in the human heart until it reach- 
| es its climax of sympathy and understanding on 
| Christmas Day, 

| To put it in other words, Christmas is a 
celebration that requires some thinking about. 
| It comprehends so much in human experience 
| that to regard it as merely another holiday is to 
miss the full flavor and depth of its meaning. 

What the average celebrant is likely to for- 
get as this time of year approaches is that Christ- 
mas commemorates an event which changed the 
whole course, not only of human history, but of 
human life, 

Man’s philosophy, man’s habits and man's 
standards of behaviour were drastically changed 
by what happened approximately 1946 years ago. 

For the first Christmas meant that an en- 

| tirely new factor had entered into the life of 
| humanity. Hereafter the world was to measure 
its actions, its thinking, and even its civilization, 
not in terms of history or philosophy, but in 
| terms of the life and teachings of Him who had 
| been born in a stable in Bethlehem, 

| It is this fact, that Christian teaching runs 
through every phase of human thought and ac- 
tion, that makes it impossible to appreciate 
Christmas without a thoughtful and gradual ap- 
proach to it, 

And the effects of that gradual approach are 
most illuminating. One sees a fully perceptible 
alteration in manners and minds and outlook as 
Christmas draws near. People take on a new 
kindliness, a new cheer and a new hope. 

| If Christmas is not regarded as a season of 
| Spiritual refreshment, it loses the greater part

THERE WAS always enough 
food in the country to have en- 
abled the towns to live a great 
deal better than they did, but the 
peasants did not feel the need to 
undertake long and difficult jour- 
neys to town to sell their products 
lin exchange for a pocket full of 
rubles with which ‘nothing could 
be bought.
